STRINGING MORE WIRES 

Plans for the improvement and ex- 
tension of telegraph lines on the Pac- 
ific division of the C. P. R. submit- 
ted by Mr. James Wilson, the super- 
intendent, have just been approved by 
the hea d office in Montreal. They 
will- involve the expenditure of about 
$20,000 within the next few months. 

Early in March the construction of 
a standard telegraph line from Spen- 
ces’ Bridge to Nicola, along the route 
of the railway now building into the 
Similkameen will be commenced. The 
«work will, it is expected, be complet- 
ed in thirty days. 

An iron wire is to be strung be- 
tween Vancouver and Ashcroft and 
likewise a copper wire between Ash- 
croft and Revelstoke. With the 
completion of the latter undertaking 
the company will have two copper 
wires extending across the contin- 
ent. 

The lines between Nelson and Cas- 
tlegar, built in 1893, and the line be- 
tween Proctor and Kootenay Land- 
ing, built in 1895, will also be stand- 
ardized. This will include the erection 
of new poles. 

The C. P. R. will also undertake 
the construction of a copper telephone 
circuit connecting all its hotels in the 
Rockies, comprising those at Banfi, 
Laggan, Field, Emerald Lake, and 
Lake Louise Chalet. In this work a 
hundred and twenty-six miles of line 
will have to be built.

INDIAN PROBLEM AGAIN 
To the Editor Builetin: 
Dear Sir— 

In your issue of the 5th inst., there 
appeared a very optimistic view of the 
Indian situation drawn ‘‘from the an 
nual report of Commissioner Laird. 


Much siress is laid on the reducin; 
of rations realized on the ranching re 
serves of southern Alberia, and the 
saving thereby of so many thousand 
pounds of beef. The main object in 
view yet, it is asserted, is not so much 
thesaving reaiized, as the development 


i 
anG 


of a spirit of self-reliance in the Indlan, 
which will eventually make him a self- 
| supporting citizen of the country. 

The purpose then is to sooner make 
the In‘lian self-supporting, and this 
purpose is assuredly praiseworthy and 
| wise; the means resorted to, we may 
2s is fairly adapted to the 


end. Give less assistance, and the In- 
dian will be obliged to exert himself 
the more. But is this means admin- 
istered in a sound and judicious man- 
ner ? ; 
The practice used to be to issue ra- 
tions twice a week. Now, besides the 
reducing of rations, as acknowledged 
above, the new system adopted is to 
issue general rations only once a week. 
Exceptions are made, however, for 
old peorle and invalids, who draw free 
rations, as usual, twice a week, and 
for those who are able to pay for their 
rations, the cost of said rations being 
deducted from the price of betves sup- 
| plied to the Department from their 
|}own herd. 
It follows that those who are valid, 
|}but are not, as yet in a position to 
support themselves, are receiving 
shortened rations only once a week. 
What will happen when these short- 
ened rations are brought to the hun- 


gry ones at home? It must of nec- 
|essity follow that these rations, in- 


tended for seven days, will last only 
two or three days, and the famity will 
starve until the next issue of rations: 

Now it is easy to realize what will 
be the effect of this intermittent starv- 
ing. continued through so many months. 
Few constitutions will be able tostand 
it for years. 3) 


No, especially when rations are re- 
duced then should be the time to in- 
|crease the number of issues, and to 
distribute this meagre allowance thrice 
a week rather than twice. The rate 
of mortality is large enough on the 
reserves. For humanity’s sake de not 
submit these unfortunate people to in- 
termittent starvation. The beautiful 
country with the land that you have 
taken from them, where bounteous har- 
vests are the rule, where millions of 
cattle are raised, plentifully affords you 
the means of treating these people with 
kindness and generosity. They will 
soon be a thing of the past, do not 
hasten this melancholy fate, tend them 
to the last with a tender hand. 


By all means make them self-sup- 
porting, it is best, especially for them, 
best in all respects; but go to it with 
judgment and humanity. The only 
sensible way of obtaining this result 
is to provide remunerative work of 
some kind for the valid and able-bodied 
men. Then they will be in a position 
te earn their livelihood, but there is 
no work for them and hereis the great 
mistake from the beginning. 

Inducing the Indians to cattle rais- 
ing his been the only step in the right 
direction. They have taken to it won- 
derfully. Some of them are well oif 
already and able to take care of them- 
| selves unassisted. But for the others. 
who are not so well advanced, do not 
be so hasty, there is ifo0 reason for re- 
ducing them to starvation. Supply 
them with work, this is not done ex- 
cept for afew months of the year. 
at the hay season, for instance. The 
greatest part of the year there is no 
work on the reserve for them by wnicen 
they could earn their livelihood, and 
the policy of the Department is to keep 
them from roaming about the country 
looking for odd jobs. What will they 


do? They cannot, by any amount of 
thinking, feed theriselves and their 
families. 


Note that for these Indians of South- 
ern Alberta there iis not the resource 
of going on hunting and fishing expedi- 
tions as the Indians of the north can 
do; hunting and fishing are practically 
out of the ‘question in that part of 
the country. 

What then? Any sensible man will 
be obliged to Say that such 
a system of issuing 
rations for seven days, is fully unwar- 
rantable.

FRANKLIN TRIAL 
There were some interesting develop- 
ments in the Franklin case yester- 
day afternoon in Supreme court. 


Crown prosecutor McDonald cencluded 
his case before three o’clock and O. M.
